BIOLOGY

should have a background in at least one laboratory science, 
offers biology to all first year students. Under Mr. James 
McIntosh the student is introduced both in classroom lectures 
and by actual experimentation in the laboratory to varied 
topics. The purpose of the Biology Department of Patrick 
Henry College is to give the student a broader understanding 
in the physical, biological world as a preparation for under- 
standing life in general.

Therefore, in the near future it plans to offer courses 
in anatomy and physiology.

The Hagor Committee 
holds its meetings in secret, and if a person is accused of an honor breach, he is summoned before the com- 
mittee to defend himself. If he is found guilty of lying, cheating, or stealing, he is dismissed from the college. 
The Honor Committee is the highest authority in such cases, and these cases are not reopened unless some 
new or pertinent information is presented on the individual’s behalf. 

Each student agrees to abide by the college’s Honor Code when he enters the college and it is his duty to 
uphold the system. Only by doing this can the students maintain the high standard of honesty that its 
parent institution, The University of Virginia, has maintained since before the Civil War.
